crease of $334,000,000 in the public 
debt during March was 
announced 
yesterday by the treasury. 
On March 31 the public debt stood 
at $23,144,616,493 as compared with 
$23,478,667,789 on February 28, and 
with $23,438,984,3SI on December 31, 
1921, the end of the 
previous 
quar­ 
ters. 
Income 
and profit 
taxes 
during 
March total $393,382,045, as compar­ 
ed with $727,543,349 
for 
March of 
last year, while for the fiscal year to 
date, collections from these sources 
totaled $1,711,633,748 as against $2,* 
480,481,849 during the corresponding 
period of last year. 
Ordinary receipts of 
the 
govern­ 
ment during the month 
aggregated 
$550,757,683, compared 
with 
$921,- 
627,602 in March of last year, and or­ 
dinary expenditures aggregate $325,- 
945,938, as against $536,476,660 
dur­ 
ing March, 1921. 
For the first three quarters of the 
fiscal year ordinary 
receipts 
were 
$3,232,000,000 compared with $4,855,- 
000,000 during the same period a year 
ago, while ordinary expenditures to­ 
taled $2,577,000,000 against $3,784,000 
during the first three quarters of the 
previous fiscal year. 
Public debt receipts for March to­

TOO LATE IN SEASON 
FOR SOWING OATS 


Many farmers who realize it is 
now too late to sow* oats will be in­ 
terested in 
the results of experi­ 
ments with soybeans as a substitute 
crop at the Missouri Agricultural Ex­ 
periment Station. 
These results, ac­ 
cording to C. E. Carter, extension 
specialist in field crops, indicate that 
soybeans are the only substitute for 
oats worth considering. 
The experiments of several years 
have shown that soybeans planted on 
early plowed, cleanly cultivated land 
may be depended upon to yield I 1? 
tons an acre of hay equal to alfalfa 
in feeding value. 
They 
should be 
planted in rows with a corn planter 
at the rate of 20 pounds to the care. 
There are two important don’ts to 
be remembered in growing soybeans. 
Don't plant them too early, and don’t 
plant them 
too deep. 
And 
that 
means: plant them about June I and 
about I 1*, inches deep. 
They must also be planted on clean 
ground, because they 
can't 
fight 
weeds. 
Any one of the five better 
varieties— Morse, 
Medium 
Yellow’, 
Wilson, Haberlandt and Virginia— 
will give good results. 
The Virginia 
is especially recommended for thin 
land. 
The seed must be secured early— 
while the supply lasts. 
And 
the 
ground must be plow’ed early—the 
same as for cora.

and $25,000 to six employes in addi­ 
tion to the four who would receive 
$35,000. 
The rejected limitation had been 
agreed to by house and senate con­ 
feree as a compromise between a 
house provision that 
six 
officials 
could be paid 
between 
$11,000 and 
$25,000, but none more than $25,000, 
and a senate amendment authorizing 
salaries in excess of $11,000 with no 
maximum stipulated 
for 
not more 
than thirteen officials. 
After a round of criticism 
of 
the 
compromise limitation 
the 
confer­ 
ence report W as recommitted to the 
house managers with instructions to 
insist on a provision that no salaries 
in excess of $25,000 be authorized. 
Democrats failed by a 2 to I vote j 
in an attempt to have the conferees 
instructed 
to hold out against any 
provision which failed to specify how j 
many employes were to receive more j 
than $11,000 a year.
